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‘In Cribute 


In the death of High Sheriff Frederick D. Elliott on 
May 16th, 1944, this County lost a most efficient official 
and a man who was held in the highest esteem by citi- 
zens in all walks of life. 

He was first elected Sheriff at the fall election in 
1916, and at every election thereafter, was re-elected 
by the highest vote of any candidate on the ticket; and 
during the years that he served as an enforcement offi- 
cer, won the respect of all with whom he came in con- 
tact by his love of fair dealing. 

He was a native and life long resident of Laconia, 
and in his early years was identified with his father, 
the late Dana Elliott in the trucking business, and la- 
ter was in business for himself, operating, with his son, 
the Laconia Street Railway and other enterprises. 

During the years he served as sheriff he conducted 
the investigation of two murders; one of the respon- 
dents is now serving a life sentence at the State Prison 
in Concord, and the other was executed for his crime. 

He was successful in bringing to justice many crimi- 
nals for various offenses. 

He was-twice married. His first wife, Grace Swain 
Elliott, died November lst, 1927. He later married 
Charlotte Guay Elkins, who survives him. Sheriff Elli- | 
ott’s family included four children, Deputy Sheriff 
Fred S. Elliott, who recently filled out the term of his 
father as High Sheriff, and who is now a deputy on the 
staff of Sheriff Homer Crockett, Mrs. Marguerite Al- 
drich, Mrs. Dorothy Surpine and Thomas Elliott.

Minutes of the Meeting of the Belknap County 
Delegation on February 2, 1944, duly called by 
Arthur H. Lord, Chairman 


Delegation met at the Belknap County Farm at noon. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick offered prayer. After dinner a rising 
vote of thanks was given to Superintendent and Mrs. 
Leon Flanders. . 

Chairman Lord called the meeting to order. F. A. 
Normandin was appointed clerk pro tem. The following 
members were present: Arthur H. Lord, Gilford; 
George Tarlson, Laconia Ward 1; David O’Shan, Laco- 
nia, Ward 1; Alfred L. Guay, Laconia, Ward 2; F. A. 
Normandin, Laconia, Ward 2; Elmer S. Tilton, Laconia, 
Ward 3; Charles F. Stafford, Laconia, Ward 4; Malcolm 
Barney, Laconia, Ward 5; Forrest A. Bucklin, Laconia, 
Ward 5; John Ewing, Laconia, Ward 6; Charlies O. Hop- 
kins, Laconia, Ward 6; Norman Martin, Meredith; 
Walter D. Woodman, Sanbornton; Ned C. Rogers, Til- 
ton; Oe Varney, Alton; Joseph H. Cotton, Barnstead. 

Also present were Oliver Colby, Joseph Smith, and 
Jason Sanborn, County Commissioners for Belknap 
County. | 

Commissioner Oliver Colby discussed the heat situa- 
tion at the Belknap County Courthouse which was not 
satisfactory and the Commissioner sought the advice 
of the delegation. Commissioner Colby explained the 
item marked “County Farm’’ as it appeared in the pro- 
posed appropriation draft. The Commissioner further 
stated that insofar as the Area was concerned there 
existed every evidence it would be self supporting ; that 
it was extremely doubtful if the annual ski meet would 
be held ; that the chair tow was inactive. 
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Representative Ned Rogers of Tilton expressed ap- 
preciation for the splendid results achieved by the 
County Commissioners. He discussed the possibility of 
creating an emergency post war fund. 

On motion of Representative Charles F. Stafford, and 
duly seconded by Elmer §. Tilton, it was voted ‘That 
the delegation go into executive session.” 


Representative George Tarlson explained in detail 
the proposed appropriation for the ensuing year. 


On motion duly made and seconded by Representa- 
tive Elmer S. Tilton and Representative Joseph H. Cot- 
ton, the motion that the delegation approve the budget 
of $99,666.52. 

Representative David O’Shan offered an amendment 
duly seconded by Representative Charles F. Stafford 
that “The item ‘Soldiers’ Aid’ be increased to $5,000.00 
so that the budget be increased to $103,666.52 to be 
raised by taxation. 

Question being on the amendment. 

Representative O’Shan called for the yeas and nays. 

The County Commissioners were called in for fur- 
ther questioning regarding the item “Soldiers’ Aid” in 
the proposed appropriation draft. 

The Commissioners rendered an explanation and sta- 
ted that in their opinion after careful study that the 
amount called for would suffice. 


The County Commissioners retired. 
Representative O’Shan withdrew his amendment. 
Question being on the main motion. 


The motion was passed unanimously. 
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On motion duly made and seconded by Elmer S. Til- 
ton and David O’Shan it was voted: 

“That a committee of five be appointed by Chairman 
Lord to study the heat situation at the Belknap County 
Court House and report the result of said study at the 
call of the chairman.” 

Chairman Lord appointed Representative Malcolm 
Barney, Representative Elmer S. Tilton, Representa- 
tive Charles O. Hopkins, Representative Ned Rogers, 
and Representative Alfred L. Guay. 

On motion duly made and seconded by F. A. Norm- 
andin and George Tarlson it was voted:

After an excellent dinner served at noon, Chairman 
Lord called for a rising vote of thanks to Supt. and Ma- 
tron Mr. and Mrs. Flanders for the splendid dinner and 
the courtesy shown the members of the delegation. The 
vote was unanimously in the affirmative. 

Chairman Lord called upon the chairman of the heat- 
ing committee, Malcolm Barney, for a report of the 
findings of the committee. Mr. Barney presented six 
bids for the improvement of the heating system for 
the Court House and presented Heating Engineer Gif- 
ford, who explained the different types of heating and 
advised some kind of automatic heat by use of an au- 
tomatic stoker, which he advised would amply take 
care of both the Court House and the new addition. 
Chairman Lord inquired as to the durability of such a 
system. Mr. Gifford said it would last a long time; he 
further explained the difference between inside and 
outside control of heat and said with the automatic 
stoker system and outside control, it would reduce the — 
consumption by about 15%. 

Mr. Barney further explained that all the bids offer- 
ed the automatic stoker would burn soft coal. Discus- 
sion followed by Mr. Cotton, Mr. O’Shan and others re- 
garding system. Mr. Barney then called for the reading 
of the bids for installing the automatic heating. Mr. 
Hopkins then read the following bids: 

Cleghorn, $3892.00; B. G. Walker, $1900.00; Sidney 
F. Baker, $2120.00; Meredith Heating & Plumbing Co., 
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$2195.00; Franceour & Keroack, $2096.00 and North- 
ern Heating and Plumbing Co., $2045.00. 

Mr. Cotton inquired further of Mr. Gifford as to 
what assurance we have that this type of plant would 
fulfill the needs and requirements to give adequate 
heat. Mr. Gifford replied that he knew of other instan- 
ces where the system has given satisfaction and that 

. there was no reason why it would not give satisfaction 
in this case. 

Chairman asked Commissioner Colby to explain to 
the delegation how payments for this improved heating 

would be met. Mr. Colby inquired of Mr. Gifford for an 

estimate of the cost of new pipeing and work not speci- 
fied in the bids for additional heating. Mr. Gifford gave 
as ah estimate the cost would be $275.00 (two hundred 
seventy-five dollars). Mr. Colby recommended that we 
accept this figure,.the estimate of Mr. Gifford. Mr. Col- 
by stated there would be, or that the board of Commis- . 
sioners would try to save enough from the 1944 budget 
to meet the cost of these bills for the automatic stoker 
and for the additional work not specified. 

Moved by Elmer Tilton, seconded by Mr. Cotton, 
that we go into executive session. The vote was in the - 
affirmative. 

It was moved by Mr. Stafford, seconded by Elmer 
Tilton, that the appreciation of the Delegation be ex- 
tended to the Heating Committee for their fine report 
given us on the heating of the Court House Building. 
The vote was unanimously in the affirmative. 

Moved by Malcolm Barney that the County Com- 
missioners be given authority to award the contract 
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for the remodelling of the Heating Plant at the Court | 
House to the lowest bidder, B. G. Walker, in the amount 
of $1900.00; also to reimburse Mr. Gifford for his work 
as engineer in connection with the work, in an amount 
not to exceed $200.00; to pay for any other work neces-. 
sary for the-completion of this work, as early as possi- 
ble and that these items be paid for from money al- 
redy appropriated for operation of Belknap County for 
the year 1944. The vote was unanimously in the affirm- 
ative. 

Further remarks regarding the contracting of the 
heating of the Court House were made by Mr: Guay 
and others; Mr. Tilton suggested that the contractors 
are responsible men and that they would be under the 
supervision of Heating Engineer Gifford from start to 
finish.

In presenting this report we want you to be fully 
conscious of the fact, that the year 1944 was not an 
easy one in which to carry on institutional work. It has 
been well nigh impossible to secure competent laborers 
even though high wages were paid. However in spite of 
all difficulties the administration of the Home under 
the supervision of Mr. and Mrs. Leon Flanders has been 
on the whole satisfactory. Abundant crops have been 
harvested. These with plenty of milk, cream, beef and 
pork raised and consumed at the Home, have aided ma- 
terially in furnishing good, wholesome food to all. 
Come to your Belknap County Home and thus secure’ 
first hand knowledge of conditions there. A welcome 
awaits you. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 


The cost of relief during 1944 was considerably less 
than in 1943. Again the reason for this was plenty of 
work at good wages. 


BELKNAP MTS. RECREATION AREA 


In accordance with the vote of the County Delega- 
tion authorizing the Commissioners to do what they 
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thought best; the Recreation Area is open to the public 
this year, being operated only to a limited extent due 
to the present war-time conditions.

Again, we wish to call the attention of the citizens of 
Belknap County, to the most important fact of all, as 
was stated in the 19438 report. We think the taxpayers 
should have in mind, the fact, that a new building is 
very badly needed in which to care for the inmates at 
the County Home.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, Sec- 
tion 27, of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and 
examination of the accounts of Belknap County has 
been made by the Division of Municipal Accounting of 
the State Tax Commission. This audit covered the fis- 
cal years ending December 31, 1942 and December 31, 
1948, and the period from January 1, 1944 to July 31, 
1944. Submitted herewith is the report of this audit, 
including Exhibits and Schedules as hereafter listed. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of County Commission- 
ers, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and 
Superintendent of the County Farm. 


FINANCES 


Ten Year Statements: 

Statements covering a ten year period, which have 
been prepared from reports on file in this office, and 
which indicate the trend of Belknap County finances 
during this period, are presented in the following ex- 
hibits:

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Change in Net Debt: 

Year ended December 31, 1942 (Exhibit IT) 

Year ended December 31, 1943 (Exhibit III) 

In these Exhibits an analysis of the change in Net 
Debt is made. 

It will be noted that in the year ended December 31, 
1942, the Net Debt of the County was decreased by 
$33,539.84. This decrease was occasioned by a substanh- 
tial budget surplus and the payment of maturing bonds 
during the year. 

In the year ended December 31, 19438, a reduction of 
$32,691.76, was made in Net Debt. As in 1942, this de- 
crease in Net Debt resulted from a budget surplus and 
the paymentment of maturing bonds. 

It is of interest to note, however, that in each of 
these years the amount of cash surplus of the previous 
year was used as estimated revenue in the preparation 
of the current budget and the calculation of the Coun- . 
ty tax. This amounted to $17,083.23 in 1942, and $22,- 
448.49 in 1943. It is commendable therefore that a sub- 
stantial reduction in Net Debt was made in each of 
these years despite the fact that almost $40,000.00 of 
the cash surplus was used as heretofore stated, inas- 
much as the use of the cash surplus necessarily decrea- 
ses the asset and consequently increases Net Debt. 


Bonded Debt and Annual Maturities: (Exhibit VI-A) 


All outstanding bond issues are included in Exhibit 
VI-A, which indicates the original amount and date of 
each issue, and the annual maturities of principal and 
interest.

In the year 1942, an excess of actual revenue over 
estimated revenue of $531.30, and a net unexpended 
balance of appropriations of $21,917.19, resulted in a 
net budget surplus for the year of $22,448.49. 

In 1943, an excess of actual revenue over estimated 
revenue of $1,079.17, and a net unexpended balance of 
appropriations of $24,029.80, produced a net budget 
surplus of $25,108.47.

Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 

All orders issued by the County Commissioners and 
Clerk of the Superior Court during the period under re- 
view were examined and compared with corresponding 
entries in the Treasurer’s records. Supporting vendors’ 
invoices, payrolls and County relief orders were like- 
wise examined. The classification of expenditures, as 
noted and the totals of receipts and expenditures, as — 
indicated by the Treasurer’s records, were verified. 
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County Farm Accounts 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined and audited. Receipts © 
of the Farm from the sale of milk, livestock, produce 
and wood, and for board and care, were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All funds 
from these sources were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through deposits to the credit of the 
County Treasurer’s account in the Laconia National 
Bank. 

Expenditures made from the Farm Superintendent’s 
Petty Cash fund were supported by proper receipts. 

Clerk of the Superior Court 

The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Belknap County were examined for the period covered 
by the audit of other County accounts. Invoices, ex- 
pense accounts and payrolls supporting orders issued 
by the Clerk of Court were inspected. Receipts from 
fines, costs and bail were checked from the court dock- 
ets and found to be properly recorded by the Clerk with 
one exception. An adjusting entry covering this omis- 
sion will be made by the Clerk and will be included in 
his September 1944 account. | 

GENERAL COMMENTS 
County Farm — Classification Book and Invoice 

It is recommended that the use of a classification 
book for recording county farm receipts and expendi- 
tures be adopted. This should be similar in form to 
those used in other counties, but adapted to the partic- 
ular requirements of Belknap County. Sample forms 
will be submitted. 
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Inasmuch:as this record book would be kept in the 
office of the County Commissioners, the Superintendent 
should be provided with a rubber stamp which would 
provide the following information: /

Each invoice should be stamped by the Superintendent 
and after it has been approved by him and the proper 
classification noted thereon, it should be sent to the 
Commissioners for payment and recording. 


Monthly totals of receipts and expenditures may be 
transferred from the farm classification book to the 
general fund book in which all County receipts°and ex- 
penditures are recorded. Inasmuch as each order issued 
in payment of a County Farm account will be entered 
separately in the County Farm book by number, name 
of payee and amount, it will not be necessary to dupli- 
cate this information in detail in the general fund book 
of the County. This also applies to County Farm re- 
ceipts as each item should be entered in the County 
Farm book, indicating the name of the remitter and the 
source of the receipt.

Discounts: 

County Farm bills which are subject to discount 
should be approved by the Superintendent and sent to 
the Commissioners for payment before the discount 
period expires. 


Triplicate Receipts: 


The triplicate copies of the individual receipt forms 
issued by the Superintendent of the County Farm 
should be attached to the summaries which are sent to 
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the Commissioners’ office covering remittances made 
with the County Treasurer. 


County Officers’ Expense Accounts: 


During the course of the audits of the several coun- 
ties, the need for a standard form on which the Com- 
missioners and other County officials can report ex- 
penses incurred in the conduct of their office has be- 
come apparent. This Division is developing a form for 
this purpose and its use is recommended. A copy of this 
form will be submitted as soon as it is completed. 
Competitive Bidding: 

As stated in the report of our previous audit, all pur- 
chases of over $50.00, should be subject to competitive 
bidding. It is recognized that under conditions which 
exist at present it is increasingly difficult to always se- 
cure bids on contemplated purchases. However, we be- 
lieve that in cases where bids are not forthcoming or 
where bidding will not fulfill its purpose, the Commis- 
sioners should waive such bidding and attach the waiv- 
ers to the proper invoices and vouchers as required by 
law. 


Exemption from Federal and State Excise Taxes: 

Under the provisions of the 1942 Revenue Act, coun- 
ties and municipalities are exempted from the payment 
of excise taxes levied on purchases of certain commodi- 
ties by the federal government. The exemption also ap- 
plies to the transportation of property. A schedule in- 
dicating items specifically exempted is enclosed here- 
with. 

When making purchases of materials or equipment, 
as indicated therein, it should be required that invoices 
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show the gross price, the amount of the tax, and the 


net price to the County. Exemption certificates should 
be filed to avoid payment of the tax. 

The County is also exempt from the payment of the 
State tax on gasoline used for other than highway 
purposes. An account of gasoline so used should be 
kept and application for rebate filed with the State 
Treasurer within 90 days of purchase. (Revised Laws- 
Chapter 120-Section 10) 


Recreation Area—Inventory of Equipment: 

It is recommended that an inventory be made of all 
equipment, materials and supplies owned by the County 
at the Recreation Area. This inventory should be kept 
up to date by the proper recording of the acquisition 
or disposal of such equipment, materials, or supplies. 


Conclusion: 

The accounts and records of all county officials were 
found to be in good condition and the accounting pro- 
cedure, with certain exceptions as noted herein, con- 
formed to the standard procedure prescribed by this 
Division. 

Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides 
that: ‘““Upon completion of each audit, as herein provid- 
ed, a report thereof, shall be made to the proper local 
officials and a copy of such report or a summary of its 
essential features shall be published in the next annual 
report of the county, city, town, school district, village 
district or precinct concerned.” 

In accordance with the provisions of this law, there- 
fore, the text of this report should be printed in the 
next annual County report in its entirety. The publica- 
tion of Exhibits and Schedules is optional.

REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Board of County Commissioners and the 

Citizens of Belknap County: 

The grand jury did not sit at the March 1944 Term 
of Superior Court. There were only three charges of 
felonies pending at the time and the nature of those 
was such that they were disposed of in the lower courts: 
with the prior approval of the Chief Justice of the Su- 
perior Court and the presiding justice for the March 
Term. 

At the October Term 1944 five indictments were re- 
turned against four persons, and disposition was as 
follows: 
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(1) State vs. Philip G. Little—breaking, entering 
and larceny. Plea, guilty. Sentence: three to five years 
in the state prison; committed. 

(2) State vs. Philip G. Little—rape. Nol prossed. 

(3) State vs. Morrison J. Kelley—breaking, enter- 
ing and larceny. Plea, guilty. Sentence: one year in the 
House of Correction; suspended. Probation for three 
years. 

(4) State vs. Stanley R. Perkins—forgery. Plea, 
guilty. Sentence: one year in the House of Correction; 
Suspended. Probation and ordered to pay costs of 
$75.00. (Restitution made prior to arraignment.) 

(5) State vs. Carroll F. Brown—larceny by bailee. 
Plea, guilty. Sentence: one year in the House of Cor- 
rection; committed. 

Of the five offenses, four were committed in the city 
of Laconia and one in Alton. 

More than seventy-five cases of criminal prosecutions 
have been handled by this office during the past year, 
including the felonies above mentioned, and in addition 
to advising in regard to matters which did not result 
in formal criminal complaints. 

A change interesting to your solicitor is in the char- 
acter of non-support cases. Previous to the present war 
such cases usually involved poor living conditions and 
low incomes. Today such cases more often involve the 
freedom and decrease in sense of responsibility which 
come sometimes with increased earnings.
